He was also a 
thember of a musical and 
comedy group that became 
well known in Cuba, even run- 
ning into government tronble 
a few times, Barros admits.

High School for seven years; 
he still teaches in Somerville. 

About two years ago, Barros 
said, he rediscovered his 
roots—writing in Spanish— 
and began drafting humor 
piéces for publication, such as 
a page for the Spanish-lan- 
guage newspaper E] Planeta.

Town Pound lives again 


Dear Editor, 

The Wilmington Historical 
Commission is proud to 
announce that the relocation 
of Wilmington's historic Town 
Pound is complete. The Town 
Pound has been rebuilt and 
can now be seen on 
Middlesex Avenue adjacent to 
the Old Burying Ground and 
Scalekeeper's Office. 

The Town Pound stands as a 
monument to Wilmington's 
rural past; as well as the 
commitment of the 
Wilmington Historical 
Commission to keep alive 
important artifacts of our 
community's history. 

Originally built in 1814 when 
Wilmington was a small rural 
community, the Wilmington 
‘Town Pound was a stone 
enclosure used as a holding 
pen for stray animals await- 
ing retrieval by their owners. 
After standing for almost 200 
years on a site near the cor- 
ner of Glen Road and 
Middlesex Avenue, the Pound 
was disassembled and 
removed in the spring of 2009 
at the behest of the site's 
property owners. 

Recognizing the value of 
this important Town land- 
mark, Town officials, working 
with the Historical 
Commission, had the stones 
removed to a Town-owned site 
near the Old Burial Ground. 
The goal of the Historical 
Commission was to have the 
‘Town Pound rebuilt on a safe, 
publicly-owned site that 
would be accessible to resi- 
dents of the Town in perpetu- 
ity. After over a year of 
planning and working with 
‘Town officials to achieve this 
goal, our reconstructed Town 
Pound is now in place and 


can be viewed by the public. 
The Commission is particu- 
larly grateful that the Pound 
has been re-assembled next 
to the Scalekeepers Office. 
Long-time Wilmington resi- 
dents will remember that 
before the Scalekeepers 
Office was moved in 1991, it 
stood next to the original 
‘Town Pound. 

The Wilmington Historical 
Commission would like to 
thank Warren Newhouse, the 
contractor selected through a 
competitive bidding process. 
He did a superb job in 
reassembling the original 
stones into a structure that 
maintains the look and feel of 
the original Pound while cre- 
ating a safe structure that 
will stand for generations to 
come. 

We thank the Town

understanding the important 
role of this landmark to 
Wilmington's past.

bone. The pain is typically a 
dull ache, either along the 
lower, inside aspect of the 
shin or frontal, outer portion 
and can be tender to firm 
touch. In its initial phase, 
pain may be elicited at the 
beginning of the exercise, but 
may subside until afterwards. 
Shin splints are most com- 
mon in runners or athletes in 
running type sports like foot- 
ball, soccer, basketball, field 
hockey and lacrosse but can 
also be found with vigorous 
walking over long periods. 

The diagnosis for shin splint 
pain is known as tibial stress 
syndrome, which occurs from 
high-impact overuse and 
inflammation to the muscles, 
their tendinous attachments 
and/or the outer layer of the 
tibia itself. Small stress frac- 
tures from repeated overuse 
may also be present. 

Risk factors for shin splints 
can be anatomical or exter- 
nal.

RMLD increases base rate 


READING - On July 30, 
Reading Municipal Light 
Department (RMLD) filed a 
2.78% increase in its base 
electric rate with the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Utilities. The. rate 
increase becomes effective 
September 1. The base elec- 
tric rates are the non-fuel 
portion of the electric rates 
representing approximately 
50% of a customer's monthly 
bill. General Manager Vinnie 
Cameron said the increase is 
due to increased costs in 
operation, maintenance, 
administrative and general 
expenses. 


“Residential customers will 
see a 3.65% base rate 
increase, the residential hot 
water heater base rate will 
increase by 3.96%, while com- 
mercial customers will see a 
jump of 4.27% in their base 
rates,” said Cameron. “In 
addition, the Purchase Power 
Adjustment (PPA) will be 
readjusted at an estimated 
average of $.00073 per kilo- 
watt hour (kWh) from 
September 2010 through June 
2011. The PPA is charged to 
all customer classes and is 
adjusted monthly to account 
for fluctuations in base power 
supply costs.”

RMLD will also include a 
hazardous material charge in 
its rate structure to pay for 
the cost of soil remediation at 
its Gaw Substation in 
Reading. This charge will be 
applied to all customer class- 
es to recoup the $1.8 million 
RMLD estimates it will spend 
to remove contaminated soil 
at the substation.

space, the engine of his F4U- 
4 lost oil pressure and he was 
forced to bail out over enemy 
territory. Eaton safely para- 
chuted to the ground and his 
flight-mates called for an Air 
Force rescue helicopter. 

A rescue mission ensued 
with a helicopter pilot being 
dispatched to pick-up Ensign 
Eaton. The helicopter 
encountered heavy machine- 
gun fire throughout several 
rescue attempts, despite the 
@fforts of a fighter escort. On 
the third attempt, the heli- 
Copter managed to pick up 
Ensign Eaton. However, 
Shortly afterwards the heli- 
Gopter was struck by enemy 


in North Korea for fifteen 
months, when they jumped 


from the helicopter, Ensign 
Eaton was without a para- 
chute because it had already 
been deployed in his previous 
bailout. The survivor tried 
unsuccessfully to hold onto 
Eaton during the jump but, 
when his parachute opened, 
he lost his grip and Ensign 
Eaton fell about 800 feet to 
the ground and was killed by 
the impact. However, due to 
the location of his demise in 
enemy territory, the United 
States has not been allowed, 
even to this day, to recover 
the fallen Eaton. 

Retired Navy Captain Tracy 
Connors, chronicled the 
attempted mission to rescue 
Eaton in his book Baited 
Trap, the Ambush of Mission 
1390 ~— [www.baitedtrapam- 
bush:com} and in~ 
Truckbusters From 
Dogpatch, the Combat Diary 
of the 18th Fighter-Bomber 
Wing in the Korean War, 1950- 
1953. 

“We have been asking for a 
flag that would have been put 
on Ron’s casket if his body 
had been returned to us. My 
father wanted to receive one 
for his son so my family has 


been trying for close to 50 
years to make that happen,” 
recalls Joyce Dalton, Eaton’s 
sister. 

In addition to writing letters 
during that period of time, 
Eaton's family members 
have attended countless 
meetings of POW's 
(Prisoners of War) and MIA’s 
(Missing In Action) both to 
request the return of Eaton’s 
remains and to request a 
United States military flag to 
honor his memory. 

At a military funeral, fami- 
lies of deceased service men 
and women are presented 
with a flag that is draped 
over the casket in a ceremony 
steeped in tradition. The blue 
field of the flag is placed at 
the head of the casket, over 
the ~left~ shoulder of ~ the 
deceased. The flag of the 
United States draped over the 
casket is meticulously folded 
13 times by a total of 6 honor 
guards, 3 on each side of the 
casket. 


An honor guard represent- 
ing the United States Navy 
would then present the flag to 
the next-of-kin by saying:

A look back at Wilmington of yesteryear... 


A horsetrack in Wilmington?

WILMINGTON - There is no 
horse track in Wilmington, 
but about 75 years ago, some 
promoters tried to buy prop- 
erty in Wilmington that could 
have been developed as one, 
It is said the group was head- 
ed by the governor of 
Massachusetts. If that is so, it 
most likely would have been 
James Michael Curley, who 
was governor in the late 
1930's. 

The property in question 
was the North Wilmington 
Nursery, which was located 
along Woburn Street north of 
Park Street, near High Street. 
Tt was the old John Harnden 
farm, dating from the early 
1700's, 

Nearby was the old Salem 
and Lowell Railroad, which 
the Boston and Mainé had 
abandoned in 1923. The plan 
was that the state would build 
a road on the old railroad, 
and the developers would 
build a horse track. 

The farm had been devel- 
‘oped into a tree nursery by 
Jake Manning, a Reading 
nurseryman. At some point in 
the early 1900’s, he ran into 
financial difficulties. Herb 
Barrows, who lived on the old 
Winn farm where Textron is 
today, bought the nursery. It 


known for having the finest 
horses. 

The trading of horses in 
those days was the final test 
of a man’s ability, and any 
trick was legal — as long as 
you could get away with it. 
“Doctored” horses were com- 
mon, and the easiest way to 
disguise a stolen horse was to 
cover him with coffee 
grounds, which, for a day or 
two, would make white hair 
appear brown. 

A Wakefield physician 
bought such a horse, which 
Herb recognized instantly as 
being a “ringer.” The physi- 
cian asked Herb for his opin- 
ion of this fine bit of horse- 
flesh. 

“Daon’t take hi-im out in the 
ra-in,” said Herb, with his dis- 
tinetive Yankee accent. 

Every Sunday Herb would 
take a horse and rig and go 
down to the Quannapowitt 
Race Track, where, at the 
turn of the century, harness 
racing was quite the thing. 
The racing wasn’t just for the 
fun of it either, for consider- 
able sums were won and lost 
on those Sundays. 

Once, a particularly hard 
driver was on the point of 
overtaking Herb when sud- 
denly he put his hands to his 
face and dropped out of the 
race. Herb won the race. 

After the race, someone 
asked Herb about it. Herb 
shifted his quid and in his 
thick Yankee accent, said, 
“We-ell, I ri-ightly don’t 
knaow, but I wouldn’t be sur- 


property, he knew what was 
going on. 

This highway was to be a 
boon to the motoring public. 
It also wasn’t far from Herb’s 
North Wilmington Nursery, 
which would make an ideal 
area for a racetrack, if gam- 
bling could be legalized in 
Massachusetts. 

The governor sent out an 
aide’ to get an option on 
Herb's land. The young man 
offered a good price for the 
land, plus $300 for the option. 

Herb agreed instantly and 
asked the young man to wait 
until he wrote out an agree- 
ment. He returned in a few 
minutes with a hand-written 
document, agreeing to sell 
the nursery for the stipulated 
price. 

Delighted at his easy suc- 
cess, the young man gave 
Herb the $300 and hurried 
back to the governor with the 
precious document. 

When they read it, they dis- 
covered the joke, for the last 
line read, “Provided, however, 
that nothing conducive to 
gambling shall ever take 
place on this property.” 

Ironically, the nursery prop- 
erty did become a raceway, of 
sorts. In 1956, the state took 
much of the land by eminent 
domain for the construction 
of Route 93. And the gam- 
blers in the horse racing

Patterson, Redmen 
Knights, complete 
tough mission

For his first time, 
Tewksbury resident Scott 
Patterson participated in 
Massachusetts’s _ largest 
and most successful cancer 
fundraiser, the Pan-Mass 
Challenge. After riding in 
the two-day, 192-mile_ bike 
ride from Wellesley to 
Provincetown this past 
weekend, he said that the 
experience was overwhelm- 
ing. 

“Words can’t explain what 
each individual takes out of 
the Pan-Mass Challenge. 
The people along the route 
were unbelievable, saying 
‘thank-you’ as you rode by. 
It was a very moving expe- 
rience.” 

Patterson has lived in 
Tewksbury for his entire 
life, and currently resides 
with his wife June, and 
three kids Callina, Brooke, 
and Scott. Throughout his 
life, he has been affected by 
cancer in several ways; he 
watched his father-in-law 
fight kidney cancer for six 
months and had his close 
friend Dennis suffer from 
lung cancer. 

Only this year, after losing 
a close friend of the family 
Meghan McCarthy to her 
two and a half-year battle 
with cancer, Scott decided 
to find a way to give back 
and ride in her memory. 

“I was so moved by 
Meghan and how strong she 
and her mom were through 
this whole ordeal, wishing I 
could do something to 
help,” said Patterson in a 
letter on his PMC website. 
But I felt so helpless . . . I 
realized that even though 
[people] said [the PMC] 
was a lot of time and ener- 
gy, I knew I had plenty of 
that for this ride.” 

Patterson, along with his 
brother-in-law Mike 
Conwell from North 


Andover, organized a riding 
team called the Redmen 
Knights (a collaboration of 
the Tewksbury Redmen and 
the North Andover 
Knights). The team consist- 
ed of five members: 
Patterson, Conwell, and 
their friends Edward 
Ciccarelli, Georgia Stewart, 
and Kimbery Budryk. 

As a team, they organized 
various fundraisers such as 
their first-annual “PMC 
Golf Scramble” at the 
Tewksbury Country Club, 
which took place’ on June 
18th and involved 72 golfers. 
They continue working 
towards their fundraising 
goal of $35,000 for 2010. 
Currently, the Redmen 
Knights are 75 percent 
towards their goal, having 
raised $25,000. 

Together, the team also 
overcame the physical chal- 
lenges of the PMC. As early 
as April, they started train- 
ing on Saturday mornings, 
riding from Tewksbury to 
Salisbury, and back. With 
plenty of group and individ- 
ual training, Patterson said 
that he felt very prepared 
before the ride on Saturday. 

“I’m not much of a com- 
plainer,” he said. “It was a 
challenge, but I embraced 
it. Training in the hot 
weather was the hard part, 
but just knowing the cause 
we were working towards 
was enough to do anything 
and everything. “We saw a 
T-shirt that said: ‘Pain is 
Temporary.’ That sums up 
this ride; our pain will go 
away, as opposed to people 
battling cancer, who suffer 
everyday.” 

With the support of his 
family and friends, 
Patterson crossed the finish 
line, but continues to 
fundraise even after the 
ride. He has already 
reached the PMC’s “Heavy 
Hitter” status, which

Patterson knows that he 
will participate in the PMC 
for years to come, and 
hopes that the Redmen 
Knights will grow with new 
members.

“It was more than for 
myself, it’s for my family 
and friends who have been 
touched by cancer and that’s 
just a big part of my life,” he 
said. 


And as a cancer research 
for a pharmaceutical compa- 
ny in Massachusetts, he said 
his friends and family are 
also reasons he is in such a 
profession. This was 
Campbell’s second year rid- 
tng in the PMC. 

°“[I started riding] because 
T wanted to do something for 
cancer research, and my sis- 
ter’s undergoing therapy as 
we speak, and my father and 
my mother and my brother 
and cousins and aunts and 
uncles have died from can- 
cer,” said == Campbell. 
Attached to his backpack 
while he rode was a sign 
reading, “This One’s For 
You, Mare”, for his sister, 


Mary. 


Prior to riding, Campbell 
was committed to raising 
$1,000 for cancer research in 
order to participate. 
Through numerous dona- 
tions, he finished with a total 
exceeding $1,700. In addition, 
he trained throughout the 
summer for the 192 mile 
ride, and said he rode about 
two to three times a week in 
preparation. 

Despite the uncomfortably 
hard bicycle seat he rode 
upon for 50 miles, Campbell 
said the exhilaration of the 
entire event and the people 
involved made the ride such 
a great experience, and 
although the cycling got tir- 
ing at times, one fellow rider 
was particularly inspira- 
tional to him. 

“About a little less than an 
hour into the ride, a cyclist 
passed me and just left me 
in the dust,” recalled 
Campbell. “He only had one 
leg, and his one good leg was 
just cranking away. I don't 
know how he lost his leg, 
whether it was to cancer, an 
accident or what, but obvi- 
ously there was real dedica- 
tion.” 

When asked if he would 
ride again next year, 
Campbell did not hesitate to 
immediately respond, “Of 
course,” he answered, “The 
only way I can describe [the 
event] is emotional because 
everybody was there think- 
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ing about the same thing. 
Whether they were riders, or 
the volunteers or the people 


sage he received from a 
director of the race.

amazing weekend!" 

And that’s exactly what 
Campbell did this past week- 
end-despite being a cancer 
survivor himself, he rode for 
all the other people he cares 
about who were also affected 
by the hardships of cancer.

If she continues to exhibit no more symptoms fot ‘tve 
years, Ashley will be deemed cancer-free, 

But, the fight against cancer for the Cashell family is likely 
to linger regardless of a good diagnosis. 

Anyone who has read the Daily Times Chronicle family of 
newspapers for the past two years has almost certainly seen 
pleas from Ashley’s dad, Mark Cashel, promoting blood drives 
that-will not only supply his daughter with the transfusions she 
has required, but in a larger scope aid all children who have 
been afflicted with one of the most dreaded diagnoses in mod- 
rn history. 

: “One pint helps four kids,” Mark Cashel is fond of saying 

: The prognosis is good for Ashley, a 5-year-old about to enter 
Kindergarten at Tewksbury's Heath Brook Elementary School. 
She-was diagnosed with Acute Lymphoblastic Leukemia (ALL) 
on Oct. 31, 2008, and spent 42 consecutive days at Children’s 
Hospital in Boston, where she received transfusions and 
platelets, cell fragments that play a principal role in the clot- 
ting of blood. 

“She's excited to start school,” said her dad. “It’s kind of 
strange that five kids from her school have been diagnosed with 
cancer. On one hand, it’s tragic, but on the other hand it helps 
(their classmates) see kids go through this so they don’t feel 
scared; that they can’t catch anything.” 

Mark and his wife, Erica, have two other children, Emily, 7, 
and Abagail, who turned 1 this past Friday. 

ALL is not an uncommon form of cancer, and the survival 
rate these days is between 80-90 percent. Ashley will continue 
with‘her. chemotherapy appointments until December, at which 
point the clock will start on her monitored remission. If she 
makes it through five years without a relapse, her cancer will 
have less than 1 percent chance of returning.

Mark Cashell. “There have been so many advances that her 
odds of survival are much better these days.” 

The Cashells live in Tewksbury, but their roots are in 
Stoneham, where Mark grew up, and Woburn. His wife, the for- 
mer Erica Weber, graduated from Woburn High in 1989, and her 
father, Bill, lives in Woburn. Mark’s uncle, John Cashel, is a 
former director of the Woburn Planning Dept., and ran twice for 
mayor of the city. 

“I have so many cousins in Woburn, I could probably trip 
over one of them and not know it,” laughs Mark. “It’s a big fam- 
ily that’s been very supportive.” 

A network of friends also came to the Cashells’ aid, setting 
up the Ashley Cashell Fund, and even at one point during the 
holidays doing some Christmas shopping for the girls. 

The Cashells were appreciative, of course, but they also 
wanted a way to give something back globally, as a way of 
acknowledging the compassion they had been shown. They 
started organizing and promoting local blood drives, most 
recently this past Friday at the Woburn Elks lodge in East 
Woburn. 


“We had 43 people show up and we collected 37 pints (of 
blood),” said Cashell. “I’m not sure how they do it, but they’re 
able to split one pint of blood so it helps four different kids. So 
(those who donated) were able to help nearly 150 kids. 

“I'm very happy with that,” he added. “The people of Woburn

“Bullying will not be toler- 
ated in the Winchester Public 
Schools,” notes the 
Winchester edition of the

“The policy is a first step 
in the process of developing 
policies, procedures, and pro- 
tocols around anti-bullying 
efforts as charged by Chapter 
92 of the Acts of 2010: An Act 
Relative to Bullying in 
Schools.” 

Superintendent William 
McAlduff has given the School 
Committee an introduction to 
the draft policy, making it 
clear that it is a working doe- 
ument. After a review by the 
policy subcommittee in con- 
sultation with a consultant, 
and then by the School 
Committee, a new draft will 
be posted for public comment. 

“At the moment, aside 
from an opening paragraph 
committing the Winchester 
Public Schools to maintaining 
a safe learning environment 
in which no bullying of any 
type has any place, the draft 
policy on bullying is essential- 
ly drawn from the legisla- 
tion...”

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Be smart: Stay school-bus safe 


‘School buses are esséntial modes of trans- 
portation, taking thousands of students to and 
ftom school every day. While school bus acci- 
dents are rare, riders should still practice safety 
aboard and around the bus. 


In the early days of education, students were 
educated in local schools within walking dis- 
tance. If they needed to travel, it was by horse- 
drawn wagon. As the nation's roadways began to 
evolve, so did the methods of getting children to 
school. Eventually school buses became the 
norm. 


In an effort to prevent injuries, representatives 
from 48 states met in 1939 to establish safety 
standards for school buses. Since then, several 
meetings, known as the National Conferences on 
School Transportation, have taken place to mod- 
ify safety procedures and standards. 


In addition to safety procedures regarding rid- 
ership, school buses are built with certain stan- 
dards in mind. Mirrors, lights, braking systems 
and the like are regulated to provide the utmost 


* Arrive at the bus stop early so there is no 
need to rush and be distracted. 


* Wait for the school bus to come to a complete 
stop and for other traffic to halt before 


approaching ‘the bus. 
* Promptly take a seat, and remain seated 
the entire ride. If there are safety 
belts present, use them. 


* Do not distract the bus driver with loud 
yelling, music, ete. 


* Don't throw anything around the bus. 

* Keep the aisle clear to avoid tripping haz- 
ards, 

* Follow the driver's instructions in the event 
of an emergency. 


* Remain seated until the bus has stopped at a 
particular drop-off location.

Safety to passengers. While catastrophic acci- 
dents involving school buses are very rare, 
buses are built to handle much more than the 
occasional run-ins with passenger cars and light 
trucks. 


* When exiting the bus, take three steps away 
from the bus so that visibility of the driver is 
improved. 


* Watch for traffic when crossing the street. 
Maintaining school bus safety is a team effort. Always cross in front of the bus. 
Students need to do their part while riding the 
bus. Here are the safety precautions that should 
be followed. 


* If something is forgotten on the bus, don't try 
to run back and retrieve it. The driver may not 
expect a student to be returning to the bus. 


’ * Walk to the bus stop, don't run. 
* Always use caution when crossing roadways. 4 
* Walk on the sidewalk whenever possible. If no 


sidewalk is present, walk in the opposite direc- 
tion of traffic to be aware of on-coming traffic. 


* Don't fool around at the bus stop. Accidents |: 
can happen when individuals are unaware of 
their surroundings or distracted. 


* Stand at the bus stop in a safe location. Do 
not enter the street.

Kids can 
gain a lot from reading the 
local newspaper, and parents 
can also subscribe to maga- 
zines tailored to children, such 
as Sports Illustrated for Kids or 
even the classic Highlights 
magazine for younger children. 

* Discuss what you're reading 
with each other. Engage chil- 
dren in discussions about the 
books they're reading.

Protect privacy by being informed 


Millions of people, including 
school children, use a comput- 
‘er, mobile phone or another 
digital device to participate in 
‘social networking sites. ‘This 
combination has the potential 
to be dangerous. The informa- 
-tion being shared or the 
"friends" on the other end of 
the connection may lead to 
trouble for unsuspecting indi- 
viduals. 


According to ComScore data, 
Facebook now commands 41 
«percent of all traffic on social- 
destination sites. Myspace, 
~Gmail and Twitter follow. 
Parents who are unaware of 
ithese modes of communication 
should educate themselves to 
protect their children. While 
some of these sites have age 
Trequirements, many younger 
children are circumventing this 
requirement by lying about age 
s- something that is difficult to 
verify online. Perhaps most 
disturbing, some adults are 
masking their ages to target 
pehildren, 


Many kids are logging in 
every day to chat. According to 
2006 studies by Pew Internet 
Research, 38 percent of respon- 
dents ages 12 to 14 said they 
had an online profile of some 
sort, and 42 percent said they 
logged in each day to chat with 
friends. Because this research 
was compiled four years ago, 
it's safe to assume the percent- 
age of students online is now 


much higher. 


Children may not realize 
what is safe with regards to 
social-networking sites. 
Although parents may feel out- 
paced by their technologically 
savvy children, it is important 
for them to be informed and 
involved in fheir children's 
online interactions. Here are 
some steps parents can take to 
make the process fun but safe. 


« Discuss privacy 
Adolescents may think that 
only their friends will view 
their private information. 
While privacy settings on 
social networking sites can be 
established, if a child befriends

someone he or she thinks is 
safe, that person will have 
access to information, too. 
Certain information, such as 
social security numbers, 
addresses, birthdays, account 
numbers, ete, should never be 
made public on a site. 

* Talk about sexual predators. 
No parent wants to think about 
an individual preying on his or 
her child. But the Internet is 
home to many sexual predators 
who use social networking sites 
to target victims. Parents 
should inform their children 
not to accept friend requests 
from individuals they really 
don't know. While this may 
seem to counter what the sites 
were designed to do, it's better 
to be safe than have a long list 
of friends. 


* Remember that information 
cannot be taken back. Inform 
children that once information 
is shared online, it has a funny 
way of always remaining some- 
where in cyberspace. It's very 
difficult to delete information 
once it has been shared; there

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is a digital record of it. Also, 
even if a child removes himself 
or herself from a social net- 
working site, it's safe to 
assume that his or her infor- 
mation is still being stored in a 
database, 


* Don't post any information 
you wouldn't want everyone to 
see, Social networking sites 
are not private places. 
Language, photos and informa- 
tion may be seen by a larger 
audience, Therefore, if a child 
wouldn't feel comfortable 
swearing in front of his or her 
teacher, that kind of language 
shouldn't be used online. 
What's more, some social net- 
working sites make limited 
profile information available 
to advertisers and target mar- 
keters. There are few secrets 
online these days. 

* View children's pages. It's 
a good idea to see what chil- 
dren are doing online. There 
are parental monitoring soft- 
ware programs that can limit 
certain Web sites or track Web 
surfing. Also, a parent can 
simply ask to view a child's 
social networking page to 
check on friends and activity.

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Some schools not 
meeting technology 
advancements 


The majority of house- 
holds in the United States 
have at least one home 
computer. Despite that 
prevalence at home, tech- 
nology in the classroom 
may be lacking. 


Society has grown 
increasingly reliant on 
technology, and students 
are no exception, routinely 
turning to electronic 
devices for both entertain- 
ment and educational pur- 
suits. 


For a number of reasons, 
computer usage at home 
continues to be more com- 
mon than similar usage in 
the classroom. While there 
are certainly schools that 
have met the demand for 
technology, outfitting stu- 
dents with personal com- 
puters and wireless access, 
many others use out-of-date 
equipment or none at all. 


Funding is a major fac- 
tor in lack of equipment. 
Some schools have ear- 
marked funds for comput- 
ers and other equipment 
while budget cuts have 
caused many school dis- 
triets to scale back — often 
resulting in less tools avail- 
able to students. 


Another cause for con- 
cern is lack of training. 
Technology changes at light 
speed and what was brand 
ew one day could be out- 


of-date the next. Many 
schools are having to 
choose between buying 
computer supplies for the 
classroom and the expense 
of training teachers to be 
proficient on the equipment. 
According to a study by the 
CEO Forum on Education 
and Technology, a consen- 
sus of business and educa- 
tional leaders that look at 
educational data, schools 
spend $88 per student on 
computers. However, those 
same schools only spend $6 
per teacher on training. 


Teachers who are not 
comfortable with the equip- 
ment may not integrate 
computer use into their les- 
son plans. 


Cost does not only extend 
to the. equipment and the 
training. Some schools are 
simply not built to handle 
the demand of technology. 
Older school buildings may 
need an overhaul of wiring 
and design to accommodate 
networks. Students have to 
stagger the times they are 
able to log onto wireless 
networks because some cur- 
rent systems are not able to 
handle the load. 


Even in schools where 
computers are in use and 
current, IT staff might not 
be sufficient to ensure that 
the equipment and networks 
run smoothly. Statistics 
point out that there is one

What are they buying? At 
least 80 percent of teachers 
interviewed in the study 
found that basics, such as 
paper products and craft 
items, are in short supply.’ 


Many parents. are 
unaware that teachers use 
their own funds for supplies. 
But students and parents 
alike can do their part to 
contribute to a better learn- 
ing environment. 


* When teachers send 
home notes requesting 
donations of supplies, par- 
ents should step up to the 
plate. It's not greed feeding 
these requests, but rathér 
necessity. 


* Parents can join togeth- 
er and consult school offi- 
cials about their concern for 
dwindling school budgets. ° 


* Local merchants can 
donate school supplies or 
offer discounts for teachers; 
Not only is it free advertis- 
ing, it's good for the com: 
munity as well. 


* Teachers can investi 
gate discount programs at 
school- and otfice-supesy 
stores. 


* At the beginning of thé 
year, teachers can. issue A 
list of necessary classroom 
supplies. Parents and other 
community members can 
work together to come 
the list.

Eliminating painting odors 


Painting a room can give it a face lift in 
a-day. While painting can have many 
appealing benefits, one of the project's pit- 
falls is the odor left behind. This can leave 
homeowners wondering how to reduce paint 
smells in the home. 

The advancements of paint have led to 
many varieties of low-odor paints. However, 
even the most low-odor of the bunch will 
have some residual smell. What's more, 
hdmeowners retrofitting spaces that are 
older or who have used oil-based paints in 
the past may need to use a more potent 
paint to cover dark colors, block water infil- 
tration or simply adhere to previous paint 
applications. These stronger paints tend to 
be more potent. 

There are some steps homeowners can 
take when paint fumes are bound to over- 
whelm, particularly in a child's bedroom. 

1, Empty the entire room of furniture 
and any porous materials that can trap 
paint fumes. This also will make it easier to 
paint with no obstructions. 


2. Open the windows in the room before 
any paint cans are opened, and keep them 
open during the duration of the job. 

3. Consider the use of latex paints, which 
are generally low-odor. 

4. If alkyd, alcohol, or shellac paints 
must be used, add a few drops of vanilla 
extract to the paint to alleviate any odors. It 
won't affect the color of application. 

5. Wait until the walls have fully dried 
before closing windows and returning the 
furniture to the room. 

6. Promptly close paint cans and gather 
materials used for cleaning and removal 
from the room. Store them in a sealed con- 
tainer to prevent odors from spreading 
throughout the house. 

7. If odors are persistent, placing a bowl 
of cut up onions in water in the room is an 
old trick that may or may not work. The 
onions supposedly absorb the paint odors, 
sometimes in as little as one day. This is an 
inexpensive idea to try.

Measuring in at just a tad 
over 900 square feet, the 
Craftsman-style Pinewald is 
notably smaller than most 
new homes. Guest designer 
Steven Duarte created this
